The Vir- 
ginia courts decided, in a similar iipplxa- 
tion in that Strtto,tluit 'I'oni w.ni a re-ideiit 
of that Stale and uccordint^ly .) ud^'e iJoiia- 
hue of the Supreme Court granted the 
applioa'tion of JMrs.

He was born 
blind and never could drc.'=3 hiiiir.i.df, and 
always had to be led annind. llu knew 
nothing about the war, and tlio witneaa 
thought he know nothing; abr.nt slavery. 
When he'svastwo years old il he heard 
a dog bark, a rooster crow, or a bii tl King 

-he would imitate it. The family were 
aBtonished one day by bis trial of the piano. 
While sitting at the tat)le the piano wan 
hoard. The family ran into the room and 
found bim playing. After that when hi- 
heard the girls play he pluyeil e.s t!i. y lUd. 
Tom could play anytUing. .lu-i pli I'.uliaiik, 
treasurer of the Blind Tom company, was 
with hiin twelve years. Toij. \va.s a powcr- 
fnl man. Ho was ouuo ollendud with a 
professor of music and began to rub bis 
bands together. Tom knocked the pro- 
fejssoroff the stool and threw the witness 
out of the room. The company took in on 
an average $3000 clear profit per month. 
He believed the profit was about §25,000 
per year. Tom never received a cunt from 
the comi)any. J^awyi r A llfeil >). Jjtich, of 
A'irgiiiia, testiliinl that I'mji was insane and 
had no property cM-ept inhn-.-it in the suit 
for j;'jriO,(.lljO ill \iri^iaia, hi;, llnte worth 
$17o, uud $1U0 worth ol clothing.

It ii laid on good authority that the re- 
cent yiaif. of the n^ypr^ftnd a ptominent 
member "of the city oounoil to eaatern 
Canada, placed in the hands of those of- 
ficittls a maaa of valuable information od 
the subject of sewerage. It la added on 
the Bamo authority that a proposition will 
be Jaid before the council at the next 
meeting to submit the v?hole matter, "yea" 
or ''ofty," to .the ratepayers. It is known 
that abme are opposed to any lewerago 
achome whatever. Tney are alao opposed 
to taxation in uny furni. A fow of thu 
opponents are worthy oitizeua who pay 
their taxes <>nd all other obligations with 
promptitude. But a majority of thuae 
who hav^ come to the front in defence of 
dirt and malaria, either have no property 
that will be affected by the bentficial 
moaauro, or having property, refuse lo 
coniributo toward the support of the city 
We have beard sinister designs attributed 
to the^ promotersiof uwerage, and an eia 
of oivio corruption and infamy, as a con- 
sequence of a loan of §500,000, is predict- 
ed. Suspicion ia said to haunt the guilty 
mind; and it ia not unlikely that the men 
who ihuB oast doubt on the good 
intentions of the mayor and 
ooiincillnre judge them from their own 
■ta'tidard. of morality. We have always 
held tb^t upon all questions where the 
well-being of the ratepeyera ia concerned 
the ratopoyera ahould bo conaulted. This 
rule will not be departed from in the 
present instance. Not one dollar will be 
or can be raised without the consent, 
first, of the ratepayers; and secondly of 
tbtrlogialittare. There ia no intention or 
desire to take the public unawares. The 
fullest opportunity for discussion will bo 
afforded in the council and the widest 
latitude will be given fur an expression of 
the popular will. The unfair critics of 
the presa«t mayor and council should 
bear in mind that the sewerage scheme 
was an obligation imposed on the mnyor 
and couuc'l of 1885 by a vote of the rate- 
payers. - The existing civic ofUciala took 
up the work where those who preceded 
them laid it down. In every step taken 
by the, oorporatipn of 1885 and 1886 the 
cotiBtitutional rights of the public have 
been religiously conserved. The great 
aim of those bodies has been the prtser- 
vatioD of the public health and 
the protection of the lives, i. 
and properties of citizens. Thu 
proposition for a sewerage scheme emanat- 
..'odifrom citizens — many of them very 
h&i^tazpayerB— whorecognizeinuo-drain- 
agO) a sexitms • menace to the health and 
prpwetity of the dty. If the impression 
should goabroAd that Victoria — theioyeliest 
citj- on the Pacific slope — is tmhealthy, it 
would bo Bhunned by tourists, andbusinesB 
men would display their wares in vain. 
The population would dwindle to a handful 
and the commerce of the place would shrink 
to insignificant proportions. It ought to 
be the aim of all good citizens to make this 
town attractive and desirable as a place of 
residence. An exoellont start has been 
made by ptoviding good drives and hotels ; 
but what would he the value of the public 
bntlay in streets and roads or private ex- 
penditure on hotela if typhoid became epi- 
demic and malaria rioted in every house- 
hold? Providence has dealt generously 
with Viotoiia. It has blessed it with situa- 
tion and scenery that are unsurpassed. 
But man has dealt and is dealing unwisely 
with the gifts that hatore has showered 
upon us.

ENGLAND. 
London, Nov 29. — To allow allegation 
to be contested Finley resuming said that 
all of the plaintill'a'allegations in her peti- 
tion wore false and had been made to in- 
timidate and had eiiico been withdrawn, 
except on a charge tho truth and falsity 
of which could be known only to L;idy 
Campbell heraelf. Tho defence however 
had evidence that would shed a tlond of 
light upon Lord Oolin's proceediii<{s in 
Paris. Allowance must be made, cuuiiael 
contended, for Lord Colin'a action in ask- 
ing the Paris pulicu to arrest his wife and 
lock her up in a prostitute's priai/u ba- 
causo at that tiino defendant believed hia 
wifo waa living there in adultery with the 
Duke uf Marlborough. Four persons, 
Finlay wont on, were accused of having 
been criminally intimate with Lndy Camp- 
bell. 

Lady Campbell's maid .would bo called 
and would prove that on more than one 
occasion wkite plaintiff was living alone 
her couch at Leigh Oourt was occupied 
by more than one person. A servant and 
two independent witnesses would teatify 
that plaintiff was guilty of inlidulity at the 
Purflect hotel. Dr. Bird and L»dy Camp- 
bell wore at one time constantly toyetlier, 
and whenever he called plaintiff uaed to 
give orders that she was not to ba dis- 
turbed during his presence. Once a cab- 
man saw Dr. Bird and Lady Campbell, 
while returning from a charitable concert 
in the East end, carressing each other in 
the cab. On this occasion they were 
driven to Dr. Bird's house and both wont 
in. 'ihe cabman remained outside and 
Lady Campbell tarried so long that he 
drove away. It would also be shown that 
when Dr. Bird visited Lady Campbell 
professionally ho would remain for hours 
at her bedaide in a darkened room. Re- 
ferring to Chief Shaw of the London Fire 
Brigade, Finlay said Lady Campbell met 
the Chief in an unfurnished drawing room 
in Oadogan Place in 1881 and remained 
with him an hour, 'and during 1882 was 
with Lim alone in the dining room under 
conditions which would convince tho jury 
that the plaintiff and Chief bihaw were 
wrong doing. 

Here Russell, plaintifl's oounael, iut.'r- 
rupted saying "fie;" not necoaaary 
"fie," retorted Finlay. "Oh! Jlr. Fin- 
lay," exclaimed Mr. Ruaaell. Defend- 
ant's counael then continued Lady Camp- 
bell had written to tho Duke of Marl- 
borough as "Dear George," he had taken 
her home at two in the morning, gone up 
stairs with her and remained with her 20 
minutes. On one occaaiuii when he c.imo 
to tea the servant that took tt'a up to 
Lady Campbell found tho drawiuj; room 
door locked and little later found it iin- 
locked and saw that Lady Campbell's f^ce 
was flushed and the furniture out uf place. 
On these oocaaiona, counael oontinued, 
plaintiff had doubtless misbehaved. The 
evidence connecting Lady Campbull with 
Gen. Butler waa largely rtferrcd tj and 
tho length of time ho roinained when he 
sailed upon plaintiff. Two Bhaiiiulysa wo- 
men had concocted a story of Lord 
Colin'a criminal intimacy with his wife's 
maid, Mary Watsnn. The defense would 
produce two surgeons who would swear 
that Mary Wataon was firgo intdcta. and 
that therefore it was inipoBaiblo that de- 
fendant could havja been guilty of adul- 
tery with her. At this point Mr. Finlay 
denounced with great excitement and 
passion whnt ho called "tho infamous 
fraud and perjury and ahauielesa conduct 
of Lady Miles and Lady Colin Campbell." 
(Sensation.) He acouaed Lidy Aliloa 
of prostituting her prayer book by ineort- 
in^ therein dutec of Lord Colin's alleged 
wrong doings fur the purpose of accumu- 
lating evidence upon which to found the 
present suit. 

Two pliysicians were oallcil. lioth ti-sli- 
iled thoy hud t-xumintd Jliiry WatHoii and 
had found her pure; ueitlior, however, in 
croSK-exaiiiinatioii, could swear ihat an 
attempt to aHsault the girl had not been 
made. Mery Wntson herself was then 
sworn. She is a tall,^Um girl. She testi- 
fied that she waa housemaid for Lord Colin 
Campbell from 1881 till 1883. She denit-d 
all of Lady Miles testimony concerning tho 
alleged intimacy between witness and Lord 
Colin. Lady Colin's maid used to post 
letters for her mistress and witness odcn 
saw the namos of the Duke of Slarlboroii ;'i 
and Chief Shuw on the ('uvelopes. Wla-u 
the Duko of Marlborough called ho UHed to 
ring tho servants' bell. Witue.HH onco 
uhowed the duko into tho dining room when 
he called, because her niiHtr''SH was with 
Lord Colin In his bedroom. Witness went 
up and called Lady Colin out, saying tho 
cook wanted to see her. When Lady Colin 
c;i.nio out witness told her it was tho duke 
and not tho cook, and Lady Colin said: 
"Thank you, Mary." [Laughter.] Lady 
Colin, witness oontinuo<l, used to receive 
Oapt. Shaw alone. Dr. Bird on one oeeas- 
iou took tea with Lady Colin before going 
with her to a concert. When the carriage 
arrived witnoas wont to aunounoo it to f jitdy 
Colin, she and Dr. Bird had gone into Lady 
Cohn's bedroom. Lady Colin oouio to the 
door saying as she did so, "Keep your 
hand on tnat dose, doctor." 

CrosR-examined, witness said she saw no 
doHO when Dr. Bird received the injunction 
to keep his hand on tho dose. When iiskrd 
if hIio over Haw any imjiroprioty on tho part 
of I>ady Coliu wituess replied that hIio novor 
hiid. WiliiosH admitted liaviiii: wriltou 
lettorn to Lord Coliu, but asserted that she 
had never signed thom ."Your affotiouate 
Mary," but simply "Mary," Tho casa 
then adjourned. 

At the Biitish foreign ofiSce doubts are 
entertained whether President Clcvelaud 
will be in n position to announce in his 
coming message a solution of tho fishery 
dispute.

He approves of an immediate challenge to 
the government to state its Irish policy in 
the debate on the addrisss, although he 
expects the nnionists will 'inaiittain their 
adhesion to tho government afterward.

He has offered the post ot under secretary 
to ,Gen. Bnllen as a provisional matter, 
and tho latter has accepted. 

Dr. llobertson, cuiuorvativo, has been 
elocl od to tho commons to till the vacancy 
in Brighton district. The doctor ia 
blind; he had no opposition. 

The Standard's Dublin correspondent 
says a warrant has been issued for Mr. 
O'Brien's arrest.

Ranooon, Nov 29 — British troops in 
Burmah in the recent encounter with tho 
forces of Bushway, killed 13 of his fol- 
lowers without losing a soldier, but three 
of the British troops were wounded. 

IRELAND. 
DfiiMN, Nov. 29. — -Lord Mayor .Sulli- 
van haa aummoned a meeting of the citi- 
zens of Dublin to aaaemble next L'ridnj 
to protest against "thu guvernmunt'a 
tyranny towards the Irish national 
league." 

John Dillon will dofend himself in the 
caao brutiiiht agaiiiat liiin by the govern- 
ment. Right Hon. Hugh Hulinaa, attor- 
ney-general of Ireland, and John G. Gib- 
son, solicitor-general will conduct the 
prosecution against Dillon . 

Fifty. prisoners charged with being im- 
plicated in "moonlighting" in Kerry and 
Clare, arrived to-day at Cork, escorted 
by a large force of pulice. They will ba 
tried at the Munstor aaaizes . Upon their 
arrival at the railway slatioiia in Cork tho 
alleged moonlighters received an ovation 
from tho groat crowd that had aaawmbled 
there. Commoner O'Connor called for 
cheers for the prisoners, and they were 
given with a will. Commoner Redmond, 
speaking in Dublin to-iiinht, said that if 
one hair of Dillon's or O'Urioii'a head was 
injured Irish people would know how to 
avenge themaolvea for the outrage. 

In an interview to-day Mr. O'Brien said 
ho was of opinion that the executive 
would defeat themselves in trying to stem 
opinion in favor of a reduction of rents, 
even Gen. Bullen having declared in favor 
of reduced rents.

Nkw yoRK, Nov. 29.-^ An Ottawa, 
Ont., speoiiil aaya: It ii anid in well-in- 
formed circles that Sauford Fleming's 
scheme of a Pacific- Australian cable will 
at once assume taiigihlo form and that n 
new company to carry out tho work will 
bo incorporated during the coming ses- 
sion of parliament. Among those men- 
tioned as directors and heavy shareholders 
Hre Sir Geo. Stephen, Sir J hn Macdonald, 
Sir D, Smith, Erastua Wunan, Sanford 
Flemincf, and loading Knglwli linanoiora, 
Oapitafstock ia to be Q.'cod at 810,000,000. 
It is proposed to raiae l5!5,000,000 iu o per 
cent 8hares,and $5,000,000 in 3 per oauts. 
The stuck, secured by an imperial colonial 
guarantee, is divided as follows: Canada, 
§75,000; Australia, $175,000, and Great 
Britain §250, 000 It is propoaed to give 
a rate from London tj Vancouver island 
of 12 cents per word, and four shillings 
per word from England to Auatralia, the' 
press rate to be one-fourth of the regular 
rate. ^ , . 

San^ Francf.sco, Nov. 29. — Advices 
friun New /jalaiid state a company haa 
been organized to coiiiitiuct a Pucilic 
cable to cost leii million didlara a.s follows: 
From Brisbane or aoino port in New 
South Wales, to North Capo, New Zea- 
land 1300 knots; to Fiji island 1240 knots; 
to Fanneng island, 2270 knots; to the 
Sandwich ialanda, 12G0 knots; to Van- 
couver island, '27130 knot.a; across the 
island and the straits of Georgia to the 
mainland, 100 knots.

The visi- 
bility of tho lights ia givuii for an eleva- 
tion of 15 feet above the level of the aea, 
with full descriptions of all those from 
Cape Flattery to Mayne island. The 
principal buoys in the main thoroughfares 
are indicated, while a table of tides is 
Kivon. Ill Nanaimo harbor tlio high 
waters is said to rise 14 feet at fallandchange 
Bve hours after tho moon's meridian pass- 
age. The soundings are in fathoms and 
show the depth at the average of tha low- 
er low waters. The authorities given 
comprise a hi-»t of names of tho greatest 
emiiioiico, and it is very evident that no 
pains have been spared to make the chart 
a work of reference which can be regard- 
ed as authoritative in the Brst degree.

Very few people are awara of tho prepar- 
atioua -vvbioh are quietly iu progreHa at 
Esquimau. Laat spring Sir A. P. Carou, 
Oauadian luiniater uf luililin, iu company 
with engineer ofilcera of diatinctiou, made 
a survey of the harbor uiid Us shores, 
Laat summer Col. Lane, military seoretary 
of Gcuerel Lord Russell, and Ool. 0'15rien, 
commandiug the royal engineera at Halifax, 
spent' some ' ^-wiseks at 'Eaqhimalt, making 
plans for fortifications. A bargain was 
made between Sir John A. Mitcdonald, ou 
tho part of Canada, nnd Lord Solivibiiiy, ou 
behalf of Great Britain, that Canada ehuiilil 
build tho earthworks at her oxpensr, aud 
own them; that Kugla-ad should nriu them 
aud furuiah tho Htoel platea for the fighting 
batteries; and that Cauudu should man the 
ports with B battalion of artillt-ry, wboniBho 
ahould pay. In inirauanco of thiy agrou- 
ment, the Douiinioii iiarlinmout voted atitn 
laat aosaiou $100,000 for tho carthworka, 
and the Utitisb parUameut $150,000 for 
armament. This was merely by way of a 
beginnirg.'' A British officer of high rank 
who lately passed ,'throagh this city stated 
that since it bad btien dlaiiiovered that Fort 
Hamilton was unavailable as a naval sta- 
tion, for v^'Hiit of a snitablo roadstead, it 
hail been rosolvml to niako Ks<[uiiuaU a 
fortress of the lir.«t clas.s, with an ar.senal 
and a ahipyurd, at which iroucIadH can bu 
repaired. Ju cQ'ect, work ia going on vigor- 
ously, and the now giuving dock, if not 
actually completed, mus t be near uomplo- 
tion. 

It will not do to pass over this sort of 
tiling without notice. Esquiinult ii being 
fortihed against us; not ayainst any 0110 
else. If it la turned into a lirst clasa fort- 
rooa, with dock yard and arsenal, vvlula 
we have nothing of tlio kind nn this coast, 
our whole Pucilic ahoro lias at the mercy 
of Great Britain in case of war. She 
could pour forth a squadron of iroiiolada 
from thoiice which could bombard this 
city and perhaps hold it to ransom. We 
could not holp ourselves. We not only 
have no vossola at Maro Isbiiid lit to tight, 
but we have no plant t ). build any. .She 
could cut us otf from Alaska for the time 
being. 

It muat bo romeniberBd that the govern- 
ment of (Jroat Britain ia actuated by prin- 
ciples ditl'oront from those which govern 
men's minds in this country. A largo 
portion uf our oitiitena are no believers in 
territorial aggrandizement. Wu refused 
to accept Dominica and Samoa when they 
were offered to us. England faithfully 
adheres to the praotica of snapping up 
unconsidared trifles wherever she finds 
them, Slio seized Port Uainilton and 
holds it atill, although it ia uf no value to 
her. Only yesterday a dispatch announ- 
ced that she had laid hands on an Island 
oti the coast of Africa, juit by way of 
holding Bismarck's Zanzibar colony in 
check. It would bo late, if a new cause 
of war arose, to begin to think of supply- 
ing Mure island with the appliances of a 
naval station. Tho United States made 
Olio mistake when they surrendered the 
line of ()4 deg. 40 min. ; it is to be hoped 
they will nut commit another. — S. F. 
Bulletin, 35th,
